Eprror G@azetrs :—The general fall 
round-up for the purpose of separating 
fat steers from the herd for the beef 
market, has already commenced and 
is unusually early, but will not be un- 
der full head way until about the Ist 
of September. In many of the ranges 
ia this vicinity good beef cattle could 
have been secured and shipped as 
early as the first of the present month. 
There seems to be a feeling of uneasi- 
ness among some of the timid cattle- 
holders as to the outcome of the com- 
ing winter, and, consequently, every- 
thing upon the range that will make 
marketable beef will be crowded upon 
the market, or that will pass inspec- 
tion as second and even third-rate 
beef. The crowding of the market 
will not take place possibly until the 


ver, nevertheless the well, rounded up 
iat steers of froin two and a half to 
three years old will command a fair 
price. The depression of the beef 
market will fall most heavily upon the 
rough, low graded steers of six and 
seven years of age, and old barren 
cows, but the bold holder of beef for
